2) ....it is precisely through the efforts and salesman¬ 
ship of Argentine businessmen such as those on this 
trade mission that the bilateral trade between our 
countries can best be increased and become more balanced. 

3) ....we are hopeful that Argentina will sell more to 
the United States. We like Argentine products which are 
among the finest anywhere. 

4) ....we expect that the Trade Bill recently passed by 
the U.S. Congress will result in greater access for 
Argentine products to the U.S. market. 

5) ....we understand, that the visit to New York and Wash¬ 
ing is but the first of several planned by the CGE for 
1975 to different parts of the world. 

6) ....we wish the CGE good fortune, both in its commer¬ 
cial efforts, and in its endeavors as an organization 
representative of Argentine businessmen.
